This rich Glutton never grieved to 


ſpend thouſands. andten thouſands up⸗ 


on his own baſe rotten ſtinking car- 
kaſz, but he never remembꝛed Lazarus 
at his gate; he grudged to ſpare him 
that which he ſo plentifully left to his 
Dogs, not ſo much a.as crumb foz La- 
Zirus. Mot unliłe to this rich Glutton 


are many. wicked wꝛetches in thele 
our dayes, whom God hath loaded with 


this rich clay; they can drink wine in 


bowls, but they regard not the afflictions 


of Joſepn, How many thouſands do
